MR. ZANGWILL'S PARADOX AND ANOTHERS. 


Sir,—My friend, Mr. Israel Zangwill, has put forward the paradoxical view 
that I cannot or ought not to have an interest in foreign Jews without labelling 
myself a Zionist. Yet he himself, while declining to attach this ugly epithet to 
his own person, has just written a great book mostly about foreiga Jews. He may 
say that his interest in “ Dreamers of the Ghetto” is mainly artistic. I wonder 
that he questions my right to possess an equally keen interest which may be, 
and is, mainly religious. 

Mr. Zangwill argues that I may find myself to-morrow in a position of 
hostility toa German Jew, should war unhappily break out between England 
and Germany. But what inference does Mr. Zangwill draw from this?) That. 
in order to be at peace with other Jews, I must become a Zionist? Surely not, 
When the Jews were a nation (if they ever were one), what were they always doing 
but warring against one another? If the analogy of the past is to apply to the 
future, then Zionism ought to reproduce some very stormy scenes in Palestine, 
Racial identity did not produce fraternity : and therefore, on the other hand, I 
am happy to think that my fraternity for other Jews is bound by a less brittle 
bond than racial identity. 

But Mr, Zangwill may say: Why am I, as a Jew, so interested in Palestine, 
unless I want a State re-founded there’? Well, as Jews, we are only just 
beginning to share the interest in Palestine, felt by all whose religion emanated 
from the Holy Land. Who have spent their money in the exploration of 
Christians! Who at the present moment, are pouring treasure into 
the land, treasure of money and enthusiasm’ For every pound sterling which 
Jews are spending in Jerusalem, Christians are spending a hundred pounds. And 
similarly with the enthusiasm. I was asked the other night why. as a Jew, I 
proposed a monument to Judas the Maccabee ’ If he is a hero of the world, ley 
the world erect him a monument. But has not the world done its share in hig 
honour already? Every year a score of volumes on the Maccabiein period are 
published. But the writers are Christians. Who explored Modin, the home of the 
Maccabees? An English Christian. Who explored Emmaus, the scene of one of 
Judas’ victories’ A French Christian. Who restored our knowledge of the old 
Temple site the other day? A German Christian. Who made Jericho accessible to 
visitors? Rassian Christians. Who asked m2 to write a volume on Judas 
Maccabeus’? An American Christian. If Jews, now, were to display a little 
interest in Palestine, they would simply be paying a long outstanding obligation 
to share in work to which all Europe and America (Jews excepted) have devoted 
themselves by the most practical sacrifices of time and money and heart. Or 


am [ tounderstand that Jews are the only people who must show no interest in 


Palestine, in its past and its present? 

But there is one thing more. As a student of Instory and Jewish 
antiquities, I might well claim the right to interest myself in a land, every 
inch of which is associated with a great history that is past. It’ moves 
one, who has a heart to be moved, to see famous old-world sites once more 
re-peopled after centuries of desolation. 
assert, as an Englishman and as a Jew, that Palestine at the present moment 
has an irresistible claim on my regard. In Palestine there is now being. 
cirried out an experiment remarkable in itself and remarkable for its conditions 
“ From the towns to the land : ” this is the panacea offered, by Dr. Barnardo among 
others, as a solution of one of the social problems of Europe. This experiment 
is being tried, under unique circumstances, in Palestine. If a philanthropist 


wishes to get a grasp of this method of dealing with the problem of the London’ 


slums—a problem to which Mr. Zangwill would have me restrict myself—then 
I say :—Go to Palestine. Mr. Montefiore wittily said that to hear about Zionism 
you must go, not to Jerusalem, but to Switzerland. I say:—If you wish to 
hear about the East End slums—go to Jerusalem.

Sik,—I venture to claim your kind hospitality for an appeal on behalf of 
the Home for Aged Jews, over which I have had the honour of presiding for 
nearly a quarter of a century. 

This institution, as is well known, was formed by the amalgamation of the 
Hand in Hand and Widows’ Home Society in Well Street, Hackney, and the 
Jewish Home in Stepney Green. 

We provide for upwards of a hundred respectable old people at a cost of a 
fraction over 1s. a day, and we earnestly invite visits to our Homes to testify as 
to how well the aged inmates are nourished and cared for. Our properties are 
both rent free, but we still require rather over £1,800 a year to keep up our two 
establishments. 

_ Of this we can generally count on receiving nearly half from annual sub- 
scriptions and donations, including an extremely limited amount of dividends. 
Our yearly appeals should furnish the rest, but this year we are still £300 short of 
our requirements, and we trust to our charitable friends to supply this small sum. 

It must be remembered that since the amalgamation of the two institutions 
the number of our inmates has been rather increased than diminished, and we 
therefore count on our subscribers contributing to the united establishment as 
much as they in former years gave to the two while existing separately.

THE LATE LEWIS EMANUEL.—AN APPRECIATION. 
Sir,—In Mr. Emanuel all will recognise the loss of one of our most faithful 
communal workers. To many he was the devoted Solicitor and Secretary of the 
Board of Deputies ; but few knew him and his’ labours in that walk of life in 
which so few of our brothers met him—in the purlieus of our community, 


where the princely munificence of richer men or the comforting dole of 


charitable institutions fail. He was a friend to the fallen ones of our creed: a 
man dominated rather by the heart than by the brain ; a true philanthropist 
who, leaving the highways and arena of public applause, sought as his 


special care the young the by-ways of the communal 
oust to tender them his kindly advice or timely gift which considerably 


minimised the growing stigma of a growing criminal element in our midst. He 
was an ardent educationalist, and perhaps the ony Jew to take an active interest 
in those waifs and strays. those poor neglected, incipient, criminals who are 
magisterially committed to Industrial Schools. For them Mr. Emanuel worked 
with a pioneer’s zeal, and in order to enable them to remain honest after their 
discharge would often supplement their scanty wages. His goodness in this 
respect was reciprocated by the objects of his care, who entertain towards him a 
most pathetic regard. This work 1s, perhaps, not the least attractive side of a 
useful and noble life. His sudden death in the plenitude of his power— 
his splendid departure in the midst of philanthropic endeavours mark 
him out as one of those who, “so live, that when the hour of parting comes go 
not like a quarry-slave at night back to his dungeon, but as one who sustained 
by a never-failing faith, approaches his grave hke one who draws the drapery 
around his couch and lies down to pleasant dreams.”

RIVAL SHECHITA ORGANISATIONS. 


Sir,—As one of the members of the so-called opposition Shechita Board 
may I be permitted an encroachment upon your space in order to reply to the 
sentiments expressed by Mr. A. Carliph respecting the above. ; 
In his letter of last week Mr. Carliph asserts that Manchester in particular 
is more subject to the evils accruing from rival Shechita Boards than any other 
town in the kingdom. This may, or not be the case, but, in my opinion, in order 
“1 reform abuses, it is primarily necessary to eradicate the prime movers of the 
abuses. 

It is true we are now at variance with the Authorised Board, but 1t 1s 
not through any of our seeking. We do not seek to alienate ourselves from 
the Chief Rabbi's code—we do not seek to alienate others. We have repeatedly 
attempted to come to terms with the Manchester Board. We have laid our- 
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pohly open to fair arbitration for redress of our grievances, but fall to no 
aval 
Probably, had we conse 


nted to be bound hand and foot, as was formerly 
required of us—had we consented to become, in reality, mere uppets in the 
hands of the Shechita Board, this disagreement would never have occurred. 
Nevertheless, in spite of all our advances to come to terms, our offers of 
reuniting have been repeatedly over-ridden by the authorised Board, until, in 
sheer self-defence, we have been compelled to assume the position we now hold. 
Mr. Carliph makes very valuable suggestions respecting the eradication of 
the evils of rival Boards, but surely they can hardly be termed as suggestions 
of a truly Jewish spirit. He, in short, proposes systems which, if feasible. would 
entail the ruin of a number of honest tradesmen whose sole crime has been that 
of figating for their rights. 
_ Would not Mr. Carliph have exhibited a more truly Jewish and charitable 
spirit, had he pointed out amethod whereby a re-amalgamation might be achieved 
to the satisfaction of all parties concerned ? |

REPLIES TO SOME QUERIES—HERSCHEL—ABEL—JOHN 
BARNETT—MEYERBEER—POLLY LEVY. 


Sir,—In reply to a few of the queries of Mr. Israel Solomons in your 
current issue, I should like to state that the ancestry of Sir William Herschel is 
enerally believed to be as follows. His great-grandfather, Hans Herschel, who 
ived in Moravia, was converted to Protestantism. Hans’ son, Abraham, was 
employed in the Royal Gardens at Dresden. The youngest son of Abraham 
and the father of William was the Hanoverian bandmaster who came with his 
children to England. . The asterisk in the Jewish Year Book is probably a 
clerical error, as William Herschel could hardly be described as a convert to 
Christianity, his parents having been Christians also. I also find that the name 
of Lord Herschell has been asterisked. Lord Herschel] is. I believe, the son of a 
Nonconformist minister. 

Karl Friedrich Abel, the son of Christian Ferdinand Abel, was born at 
Cothen in Anhalt. I can obtain no information about their religious belief, but 
it is very improbable that a gentleman bearing the first name of Christian should 
be in any way connected with the Jewish community. 

With reference to John Barnett and Meyerbeer, | do not know whether 
they were in any way related, but the former was the son of a Prussian named 
Bernhard Beer, and was born in 1832, while Meyerbeer, whose original name was 
Jakob Beer, also belonged to a Prussian family and was born at Berlin in 171, 
or, according to some authorities, 1744.

PouLy Levi—tit is very difficult to ascertain anything about so unimportant 
acharacter. “The Life of Lord Gordon,” by Robert Watson (1705) pages 108- 
100 refers to the Jewish maid who attended him at Newgate, and her character 
is vindicated. It is possible this person and the Jewish widow, at whose house 
he stayed whilst in Birmingham, are analogous, A rather rare Chap-Book, 
“The Christian Turned Jew” (copy at the B.M.) relates how she came 
to London and visited Gordon at Newgate. Probably your engraving is from 
some contemporary work ; a careful examination might reveal its origin. 

HeERSCHEL.—The great astronomer, William Herschel, was not a baptized 
Jew. His great-grandfather, Hans Herschel, a native of Moravia, is said to have 
“embraced Protestantism, and quitted that country early in the 17th Century 
This is not sufficient foundation for the assertion Mr. Jacobs makes in his Year 
Book. I think he is confusing the name with Ridley Haim Herschell (1807- 
1864), who was a baptized Jew. He was not related to the astronomer, and 
gained fame as an active conversionist and author of many works setting forth 
his doctrines. His eldest son is the present Lord Herschell. | 

CHARLES FREDERICK ABEL, born at Cothen, 1725, is described as a native of 
Germany, a viol de Gamba player and a disciple of Sebastian Bach. There isa 
portrait of him by Robineau at Hampton Court Palace. Many biographers refer 
- to him as Carl Frederic Abel, ride Burney’s Hist. of Music, vol. iv. 

Joun Barnerr.—This composer's father, Bernhard Beer, changed his 
name to Barnett-Barnett. He was a Prussian and his wife Hungarian. On 
settling in London he became a diamond merchant. His son John was born at 
Bedford and married Miss Lindley, daughter of the violoncello as beg 1837. A 
second son, Joseph Alfred, a Professor of music, married and had a son, John 
Francis Barnett (born October 6th, 1838), who gained some prominence as a 
composer. Try Fetis,Grove or Brown for further particulars, I know nothing 
about the relationship with Meyerbeer.

FRANCE AND THE DREYFUS CASE. 


The Ministry of M. Meline. 


M. Yves Guyot, in an obituary article in le Siéele upon the late ministry, 
says 

The biographers of the late ministry will not fail to write: He belonged to the 
ministry ehleh conned the acquittal of Esterhazy, which punished Picquart, which 
tolerated the action of General de Boisdeffre and General Pellieux, which tolerated the 
mission of Commandant Pauffin de Saint-Morel to Rochefort, which tolerated the sup- 
port given by M. Cambon to the anti-Semitic movement in Algeria, which tolerated the 
assassination of Jews, the pillage of their houses, and the absence of prosecution against 
the most guilty: which permitted the anti-Semite deputies to address their summons 
against the Algerian magistrates to the Mimister of Justice. He belonged to the ministry 
which assured “intellectuals” of its disdain, and which, speaking in the terms of the 
Spanish Inquisitor, affirmed that France had no need of them, and that the Government 
would know how to keep them silent. He belonged to the ministry which provoked 
among the ¢lite of the civilised world a movement of sad and indignant surprise against 
France. He belonged to the ministry which delivered up the Palace of Justice to 
demagogic bands of anti-Semites and new-Boulangists who cried ‘‘ Long live Esterhazy,” 
“ Death to the Jews.” He belonged to the ministry which put the Republican party at the 
service of the Right, which so conducted public affairs that, if its existence had been 
prolonged, there would have been only two parties in France, the one led by the extreme 
right, with the anti-Semites and Boulangists as advance guard, and the other by the 
Socialists. 

Prosecutions and Persecutions. 


The Court of Appeal, under the presidency of M. Loew, the same judge who 
allowed the former appeal of M. Zola, has rejected his ap eal against the new 
trial taking place at Versailles. French law, like the English, considers the offence 
of libel committed in any place where the libel is published, and though the copy 
of L’ Aurore on which M. Zola and M. Perreux were indicted was Spe in 
Paris it was also circulated in Versailles, as elsewhere in France. . Zola had 
objected not only to the selection of Versailles as the place of trial, but to the 
convocation of a special Court to deal with the matter instead of its taking the 
ordinary course. The Court of Appeal, however, has declared that the 
arrangements made were within the competence of the judicial authorities. 
Possibly M. Zola has obtained some additional chance of obtaining justice by the 
trial having in consequence of his appeal been postponed till after the fall of the 
Méline Ministry, but the time is hardly yet ripe for the change in public 
opinion, which is certainly destined to come. 

By order of the retiring War Minister, General Billot, M. Joseph Reinach 
is being proceeded against for breach of discipline as an officer of the reserve 
forces in publishing the article founded on the comments in the National Review 
on the Dreyfus trial, to which we lately referred. M. Reinach at first said that 
he would call in his defence M. Maxse, Editor of the National Review, but has 
determined now to summon no witnesses. 

It is announced by le Siecle and [Independence Belge that the author of the 
article is Mr, F. C. Conybeare, of Oxford. Mr. Conybeare took a high degree in 
1879, and became Fellow of his College. He is the author of learned works 
on demonology and other subjects ; and is brother of Mr. C. A. V. Conybeare, 
who formerly sat in Parliament for Camborne. | | 

Le Siecle publishes a facsimile of a letter from Commandant Esterhazy, 
written in 1892, in which he attacks the Jesuits, but otherwise writes in the 
style of the “Uhlan” letters written to Madame Boulancy. It seems that in 
1892 Esterhazy wished to be appointed to military duties in Paris, but was sent 
instead to Dunkirk. He writes :— 

C'est immonde et lache et ces gens la sont de fiers miserables. 

J'ai défendu Crémieu parce que ce sont mes amis, les parents de gens que j'aime, et 
parce que je trouve cette campagne contre les Juifsignobleetinfame. J’ai fait mon devoir 
d'ami et le General Gallimard, dont le fils est l’ami de tous les Jésuites, auteur de cette 
lacheté, est un fier gueux. | | 

Le Siécle observes that Esterhazy had always claimed that the fact of his 
having acted as second in the Cremieu Foa duel had done him injury with his 
chiefs, and notably with General de Boisdeffre. But in reality it was for entirely 
different reasons that he was looked upon with little favour at the War Office ; and 
the authorities of this department only became interested in him when Colonel 
Picquart discovered that he was the author of the bordereau on which Captain 
Dreyfus had been unjustly and irregularly condemned. 


It is said that as a counterpoise to the play “ Morituri,” which suggests the 
innocence of the prisoner of the Ile du Diable, a new drama, “ Madame Dreyfus” 
is being prepared, in which the heroine, after holding through the four first acts 
the innocence of her husband, discovers in the fifth a decisive document com- 
pelling her to believe in his guilt. In the impossibility of leading any longer a 
dishonoured life, she commits suicide at the fall of the curtain. 

_A campaign is being waged against the Collége Sévigné, a private institution 
which has worked for eighteen years with results very highly appreciated by the 
principal families in Paris, whose children attended it. The reason of the 
agitation is to be found in the fact that the directrice of the College is Mdme. 
Salomon, a Jewess, who, moreover, has dared to inscribe her name on the rolls, 
and take ore in the sittings of the newly-founded Société pour la défense des 
droits de homme et du citoyen. 

M. Drumont’s paper relates with glee that three French ladies who entered 
the shop of a Jewish tradesman in Algiers to make a purchase were dragged 
out again = ten “ anti-Jewesses” and beaten in the streets, amid derisive 
laughter. That such things can happen with impunity while M. Joseph Reinach 
1s prosecuted for printing an extract from the National Review is among the 
surprises of the situation in the dominions of the French Republic.

“CAPTAIN DREYFUS.” 


A YIDDISH PLAY. 


(BY A CORRESPONDENT. | 


They played the strange true story of Captain Dreyfus at the St 
Theatre last Saturday afternoon, and the building was Sesieed from aang 
ceiling with a dense throng of humanity—of Jewish humanity, for Gentiles 
there were few or none. There were Jews in the boxes and Jews in the pit 
Jews in the stalls and Jews in the gallery. The author was Jewish and the 
players were Jews, and so maybe were nearly all the critics too: and Yiddish 
was the order of the day. It arose in soft whispers or heated exclamations. it 
came in its “ purest impurity” from behind the footlights ; Esterhazy spoke 
Yiddish, so did the Catholic pricet, so did the Court-martial ; and it was the 
popular vernacular in Devil's Island, too. What a strange sense of incongruity 
crept over one when Esterhazy shrieked “Todt zu die Yidin,” and French 
officers in glittering uniform echoed back the grim threat in stentorian tone and 
faultless Yiddish. To the tune of several thousand came the inhabitants of the 
East in spruce Sabbath attire, the ladies with children in their arms, and tier 
upon tier of eager faces rose from the floor to the ceiling, showing every phase 
of emotion as the play proceeded. And the an ! What a chance for a melo- 
dramatic author! The actual facts needed little adornment in all conscience. 
The tragedy was grim enough and needed no artificial deepening, and so our author 
wisely kept almost entirely to the plain unvarnished tale that moved the peoples 
of Europe and brought the French to the brink of revolution ; almost entirely. 
but not altogether ; for he let a few other currents flow through the scene— 
jealousy and love. And why not? Is it not a melodrama he is unfolding us, and 
what a bold, rash spirit is he that would exclude such an ingredient as love 
from his melodramatic concoction? So in our play we find the ruin of 
Dreyfus plotted by a former mistress (Claudine), whom he discarded on 
his marriage. Esterhazy is her willing accomplice; he loves Claudine 
and hates the Jews; here was an opportunity of gratifying his dearest 


love and his profoundest hate. Esterhazy and Claudine join hands, the 


President blesses the nefarious union, and the French officers cry “ Amen!” 
In this skilful way the author brings home to us the military-clerical conspiracy 
that has been long at work in France. Then the play follows on the lines known 
to every newspaper reader, with little attempt at creation on the part of the 
author, so that it is occasionally more like a chronicle of facts, a pictorial repre- 
sentation, than an original drama. 7 

Just once or twice he takes liberties with history. Dreyfus calling attention 
in his speech for the defence to the support of Zola was a bit of an anachronism. 
Esterhazy passionately making love to Madame Dreyfus after the Captain's 
sentence was a more alarming departure from the facts, and one felt not a little 
astonished when the broken-hearted Dreyfus appeared in squalid convict attire 
on the Devil's Island, a magnificent diamond ring on his finger flashing 
brilliantly in what seemed the deep green atmosphere of the place. (The guard 
explained in a soliloquy that the peculiar colour of the atmosphere was nature's 
way of looking “ traurig” in that part of the world, but the startling anomaly of 
the ring was left unaccounted for.) But one can forgive the author such little 
trifles for the sake of the end. A more ambitious playwright, Henry Arthur 
Jones, ey. (vide “Dancing Girl”), might have been tempted to ring 
the steeple bells and bring the Captain home to the bosom of his family, 
amid a paroxysm of popular joy and to the eternal confusion of his enemies. 
But Mr. Racow (the author) was satisfied with sending Dreyfus into a soft 
sleep, and showing him in the background a vision of his family’s grief and 
fidelity (in the form of a tableau-vivant), which the Captain explains as an omen 


of future vindication, and so the curtain falls. 


The play was, indeed, a creditable piece of work, showing a considerable 
mastery of dramatic craftsmanship, and a shrewd knowledge of what a 
popular audience likes. And yet, to many, the audience rather than the 
play was “the thing.” Like a great gathering of children, they showed 


little restraint in the expression of their emotion. How they laughed. 


at the cuts and thrust ; at the hypocritical priest. How they wept, men 
and women alike, at the “degradation” and the Court Martial ; at 
every reference of ps ie Dreyfus to his “ arme frau und kinder,” out came the 
handkerchiefs ; the whole theatre seemed in tears, and small wonder, for it is 
said the author himself cried like a child in reading over his own play. Here and 
there men held their hats in front of their faces, ashamed of their tears, and how 
they shrieked and yelled and hissed and booed at Esterhazy—as uncompromising 
a type of a cold-blooded villain as ever trod the melodramatic stage. He 
frowned and scowled, and knit his brows and clenched his fist and 
strutted with tragic stride across the boards, breathing fire and slaughter, 
like the blustering fire-eater of the original, anxious to run the whole 
gamut of vice and perform all the deadly sins and any others he could lay hands 
on. At his every movement the audience shrieked defiance, and when the hero, 
Picquart, flung his charges back into his teeth, they yelled triumphantly, and a 
chorus of “ hear, hears” and cla ping of hands ran along the crowded benches 
until one could almost fancy himself at a noisy public meeting or patriotic 
demonstration. The dislike and disfavour with which they viewed Esterhazy 


were acute and rather primes that gentleman. He tried to remonstrate, but 
for a long time they wou 


d not listen; then at length he was allowed, with difh- 
culty, to explain that he really was not Esterhazy, that he was only playing at 
Esterhazy, and that he would 

he read of his doings in Paris—a sentiment which received the most cordial 
approval and quickly restored his friendly relations with the audience. The 
exponent of the ye (Mr. Fineberg) betrayed a tendency to over-acting, which 
somewhat marred an excellent performance. But the acting all round was by no 
means void of ability—Mr. Goldsmith as the Priest Joseph, Mr. Pront as Dreyfus, 


Madame Prout as the Captain's wife, M. Lerkoff as Col. Picquart, Madame Hayzer | 


as Claudine, and Madame Waxman as Lizethe (a servant), all showing ease, 
capacity. It is worth noting that the career of more than one player of fame 
has had its beginnings in these humble Jewish touring companies,

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The Anti-Semitic Excesses in Galicia. 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


The tragic ariti-Jewish outbursts of last year in Galicia are being renewed, 
though on a much greater scale. In 1897 but a few places were affected : 
on the present occasion no less than 45 towns have been given over to plunder 
and rapine. ‘There seems very little doubt that the disturbances now disgracin 
(ialicia owe their origin to the preposterous reports that the Jews had poisone 
the wells, and that the Crown Prince Rudolph was not dead, but had emigrated 
to America, where he had issued a pressing command for the instant extermina- 
tion of the Jews. Western Galicia, especially, is in a state of turmoil, the ignorant 
peasantry blindly following the lead of Stojalowski. The Polish Club has inter- 
vened with a resolution strongly condemning the riots and calling upon the 
Premier to afford the Statthalter every help in their suppression. This resolution, 
however, was passed by the Poles, not from any strong affection for the Jews, but 
out of fear that oy 4 themselves might ultimately be involved in the disorders. 

The excesses that have taken place have rarely been surpassed in savage 
ferocity. Jewish houses and shops have been attacked in the dead of the night, their 
inhabitants shamefully maltreated and the buildings plundered and destroyed. No 
limit was placed on the boldness and violence of the mob who believed they were 
acting under official sanction, if not official command; for leaflets had been circulated 
bearing the inscription, “ Official: Jews to be cudgelled” ; and the rumour ran 
that the word had gone forth from the District Chief for a general massacre of 
the Jews. What is especially shameful is the fact that the riots, from beginnin 
to end, have been carefully at eso In proof of this, it may be mentione 
that a post-card has been found, which said that the preparations for the disturb- 
ances were making satisfactory progress, and that the writer was setting out for 
the Zinigrod district to continue the good work there. Many Jews took to flight 
in good time; others, not so fortunate, have been reduced to a state of utter 
beggary. As usual in such disturbances, the fury of the rioters has been directed 
with double effect against the synagogue. The local authorities have been, in 
many cases, either powerless to deal with the rioters, or, as in one instance, 
they have looked on with folded arms, while the Jewish quarter was burning. The 
(;overnment are hurrying troops to the scene, with strict orders not to hesitate to 
shoot, and the mob has actually been fired on in several places. According to one 
paper, Stojalowski instigated the peasantry against the Jews in revenge for their 
opposition to his candidature at a Parliamentary bye-election. One of his organs, 
in the course of a violent tirade, urged the peasantry to rise against the Jews, as 
10,000 would have to be slaughtered beforethey could hope for any improvement 
in their lot. | 

Abgeordneter Dr. von Rappaport has called upon the Austrian Premier, 
Count Thun, and laid before him telegrams concerning the excesses. The Pre- 
mier gave Dr. Rappaport the strongest assurance that the Government would do 
its best to restore order. The Premier also received the President of the Polish 
Club, who visited him with a similar purpose. Meanwhile, the Statthalter has 
arrived in the Jaslo district and commenced an inquiry. Nevertheless, the latest 
reports speak of the riot as still continuing in the Gorlia, Krosnow and other 
districts. The burning of the Jewish spirit refinery in Ullaszowice was attended 
by circumstances of the utmost barbarity, the owner, his wife and daughters 
‘being brutally ill-treated. Nota single house in the district has escaped the mob, 
and barely a stick of furniture remains whole. The Lemberg Jews have sent 
a deputation to the Statthalter, headed by the Reichsrath Abgeordneter Dr. 
Byk and Dr. Kalischer, in order to seek assistance, and received the usual 
promises of protection, Stojalowsk1 is cna elosaee pursuing his campaign in the 
Jaslo district, by means of threats and inflammatory speeches, and his partisans 
are assuring the peasantry of absolute immunity in plunder and massacre. The 
disturbances have now spread to Frysztak, where the usual excesses have been 
committed. The military who were summoned to the scene freely used their 
rifles, and seven of the rioters were shot. Jewish families are leaving their homes 
in a panic, and flocking in crowds into Lemberg and Cracow, leaving all their 
goods behind them. Two hundred arrests have already been made, but many 
more are expected. Itis impossible to give a complete list of all the places where 
riots have occurred. But it will sufice to give an idea of their widespread 
character when it is mentioned that nota single town or village in Western 


Galicia has been spared. The damage to property is enormous, and the misey 


of the poor Jews 1s deepened, and rendered still more intolerable. 

The latest reports are to the effect that outbreaks have taken place in other 
localities, where the peasants only ceased their operations when there were no 
more shops or inns to loot. On the other hand, perfect order has been restored 
in the Jaslo and Gorlia districts. The outbreak 1s no longer confined to attacks 
on Jews, but all persons having property are suffering from the violence of the

confide either to Signor Zanardelli or to Baron Sonnino the task of forming a 
new Cabinet. Sonnino himself will have an important share in the new com- 
bination. AsI havealready informed you, he is the son of a Jew, but is himself 
a Protestant ; yet he is extremely partial to his old race, and has in him all the 
qualifications of an excellent Minister, like his competitor, Signor Luzzatti. 
Among those named for posts as Secretaries-General are the Deputy, Romanin- 
Jacur, and Signor Attilio Luzzatto, Editor of the Tribuna, the most important 
newspaper in the capital. . 


| In the presence of their Majesties King Humbert and Queen Margherita, 
the Academy dei Lincei in Rome held the annual distribution of prizes on June 
12th. The first prize of 1,000 lire was awarded to Signori Vito olterra 
and Corrado Segri for their valuablemonographs on mathematical subjects. Both

The Next Congress. 


The Zionists in Berlin of all shades of opinion have formulated several 
resolutions for the coming Congress, which they have forwarded to the Executive 
Committee in Vienna. Among these resolutions are the following :— 

1. In the event of the Congress deciding upon colonisation on an extensive 


scale the charge of continuing the work shall be left to existing societies, and all 


Zionists shall be reeommended to aid their efforts. 

2. The Congress shall send to Palestine a commission of experts, who shall 
study the economic conditions of the country, and the Executive Committee 
cece instructed to take the necessary steps for this purpose as soon as 
possible. 

3. The Congress shall instruct the Executive Committee to undertake a 
scientific inquiry into the legal position of the Jews in Turkey and especially 
in Palestine. | 

Herr Oscar Marmorek, a Viennese architect, will lay before the Congress 
plans for a Congress House in Basle. 


Alleged Dissensions among English Zionists. 
THE LONDON CONFERENCE RENDERED NUGATORY,. 


[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 


Notwithstanding the démenti which was given to my communication upon 
this subject in the “JEWiIsH CHRONICLE” on the 13th inst., I am now in a 


position to state that the breach has widened. At the last Headquarters meeting . 


held on Thursday, the 16th inst., the ‘“ Political” Zionists were defeated 
Headquarters refused to accept the “colonisation resolution” of the London 
Conference of March last in its entirety, and eliminated the important words 
‘“ without hindrance to the movement in general.” 
patched up at the Clerkenwell Town Hall has now once more been broken. The same 
delegates who voted for the resolution “in the interests of peace” at the Clerken- 
well Town Hall altered their opinions on Thursday week and recorded their votes 
against theresolution. Theresult is that a withdrawal of the B’nei Zion Association 
and other “ political” Tents from the Chovevi Zion Association may be expected. 
The Federation Scheme is, therefore, hopeless. It is well known that Colonel 
Goldsmid has all along objected to the Scheme, and _ his personal influence has 
proved irresistible. It was a question of the Colonel or the Scheme. The 
Colonel was known and trusted. The Scheme was an unknown quantity and 


was distrusted. A conference will probably be held of the “ political” Tents and © 


those unaffiliated bodies who demanded at the London Conference complete 
adhesion to the Basle Programme, for the purpose of forming a National Zionist 
Union in the United Kingdom. These societies have very large membership, some 
of them, itis stated, reaching nearly 2,000 strong. The leaders of the Chovevi Zion 
Association, and especially the East London Tent, have played a prominent part in 
these proceedings and will welcome the cleavage, as they have long considered the 
“advanced” Tents as thorns in their sides. The leaders of the Chovevi Zion 
Association have expressed their intention of continuing their former line of 
policy in favour of colonisation, come what may, and the B'nei Zion and 
other “ political” Tents are just as determined in adhering to the “ Herzl” 
resolutions of the London Conference. That the present state of affairs would 


come to pass sooner or later was expected by all those who had a peep behind 


the scenes. The reluctance of the Chovevi Zion Association to lose Colonel 
Goldsmid has been the dominating personal factor which has brought about the 
present crisis. It is as yet too early to say what will happen, but this much is 


certain, that in view of the approaching Basle Congress an active campaign will 
be begun by the “ political ” Zionists.

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Old Ford Sabbath Classes. 


SUDDEN DEATH OF MR. LEWIS EMANUEL, 


Last Sunday the annual distribution of prizes amongst the pupils attending 
the Old Ford and North Bow Jewish Classes and Sabbath School was heldat the 
Arbery Road Board School. | It had been announced that Mr. Bertram 5, Straus, 
1.C.C’, would preside on the occasion, but owing to. indisposition he was 
prevented, and Mr. Lewis EMANUEL consented to preside in his stead, Mrs. 
Ralph Straus distributed the prizes. There was a much larger attendance than 
usual and the school-room in which the meeting was held was crowded to excess. 

The proceedings commenced with singing, by the choir, of Adon Olam, the 
music for which had been composed by Helena Heiser. 

Mr. A. H. VALENTINE (Hon. Secretary) then read the a of the Hebrew 
Examiner, Dr, Friedkinder, in which reference was made to the zeal and skill of 
the teachers and to the directions in which improvement could be effected 
in the administration of the classes if the necessary funds could be collected. 

A Hebrew recitation by Millie Heiser preceded the distribution of the 
prizes by Mrs. Ralph Straus, after which 

Mr: Lewis EMANUEL delivered an address. . He briefly reviewed the history 
of the Old Ford Classes since their formation in 1876. At that time no provision 
whatever was made for the religious education of Jewish children living 1n the 
district of Old Ford, and a few residents in the neighbourhood, who were aided in 
their efforts by the Rev. Dr. Artomand the Rev. A. L. Green, succeeded in forming 
a Sabbath School of twenty children. Since then the work had been assiduously 
pursued and the scope of the classes developed to such an extent that at the 
present time no less than 400 children attended, 320 on Sabbath and Sunday and 
230 on Wednesday afternoon. Asa matter of fact the classes had grown quite 
beyond the accommodation that was available for them. Dr, Friedlinder, always 
a candid eritic, had pointed that out in his report. -The best educationalists told 
them that one class should not consist of more than forty pupils, and Dr. 
Friedlinder had mentioned that in one class at Old Ford he had found no less 


‘than 100) pupils. There could be no doubt that the difficulty of 


efficient teaching was immensely increased in such circumstances, in addition 

to the extreme undesirability of cramping so many children into one class. _ It 

was, however, the desire of the managers of the classes to remedy that condition 

of affairs if the community could only be induced to contribute the necessary 

funds to supply increased accommodation and additional teachers. At present 

the entire cost of teaching was £150, a cost of about 7s. 6d. per child per annum. 

It did not require much technical knowledge to understand that those figures. 
indicated that the most rigid economy was practised in the management of the 

classes, and he was inclined to believe that it was absolutely necessary to spend 

more than that in order to secure the best results, and do justice to the pupils 

and the teachers. The Old Ford Sabbath Schoof, situated in a remote corner of 

London, bad for years been either overlooked or ignored by the community. — It 

was time that the well-to-do Jews of London should listen to the appeals that 

were from time to time made on behalf of the classes. Only last year, when he 

had presided at the distribution of prizes. he had earnestly appealed 

to the community to recognise the good work that being 

done by the classes. But his appeal, had met with no response. 

The financial position was not a bit more secure than last year, not a bit more 

encouragement had been given to those who devoted their time and energy to 
the classes. He could not do more than repeat the appeal he had made last year 
that the community would recognise the importance of the work that was being 
performed at Old Ford, and that they would no longer withhold from the classes 
the encouragement and help which were sorely needed, and which the devotion 
of the managers merited. Mr. Emanuel then referred to the formation in con- 
nection with the classes of the Bow Company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and 
resumed his seat amidst cheers. 

Miss Besste VALENTINE, one of the pupils, sang a Hebrew psaln. 

Mr. SEBAG in proposing a vote of thanks for their 
attendance to Mr. Lewis Emanuel and Mrs. Ralph Straus, also spoke of the 
newly formed Bow Company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, and made special 
reference to the assiduity which the Captain of the Company, Mr. B. J. Friend. 
devoted himself to his duties. | 

Mr. JULIAN Marks, having seconded the vote, it was carried enthusiastically 
and Mr Lewis EMANUEL briefly responded. 

Mr. B. J. Frienp gave a sketch of the work of the Bow Company since its 
formation and mentioned the successful efforts of Mr. S. H. Valentine and 
Mr. I. Bloomfield in procuring the use of one of the Board School playgrounds 
for the drills. There was a swimming club in connection with the Company, 
and in the winter a football club would be formed. They had also formed a 
cricket club, but its development had been somewhat hampered by reason of the 
lack of funds wherewith to buy the necessary cricket set. | : 

The Rev. J. F. Stern moved a vote of thanks to the Hebrew Examiner, 
Dr. Friedliinder. He said that he hoped the appeal which the Chairman had 
made: would meet with a ready response from all those interested in 
the welfare of the Jewish children of East London. He attached far greater 
importance to the development of the Old Ford Classes than to the development 
even of the synagogue. 

_ Mr. A. B. SALMEN seconded the vote, which was carried unanimously and a 
similar compliment was afterwards paid to the Chairman. At the instance of 
the Chairman a vote of thanks was also passed to the Headmaster and Head- 
mistress, Mr. and Mrs. Heiser. 

The meeting then concluded with the National Anthem and the Chairman 
announced that after a short interval there would be a special parade of the Bow 
Company of the Lads’ Brigade and certificates of membership presented.

Mrs. Emanuel could scarcely believe the truth 
at first, as she said her husband had left her after lunch in the best of health 
although somewhat wearied with his exertions of the morning. She and her son 
then requested Mr. Montefiore to lead them upstairs to the death chamber, and 
after a long, wistful glance at the mortal remains of the lamented gentleman 
they were driven home quite overcome with grief. 

The body was detained at the school awaiting instructions from the Coroner 
or parish authorities, before its removal. In the meantime information was sent 
to the Sexton’s office in Duke Street and two officials were soon on the spot, and 
communication was also made to the police, who were also in attendance, .

Until the verdicts-of the second ballots are known, it 
The German is, of course, impossible to pronounce a final opinion on 
Elections. — the General Elections just held in Germany. The first 


ballots have, however, yielded many highly-interesting 
and suggestive results. On one of these only do we propose to comment 
to-day. Jews everywhere will hail with profound satisfaction the crushing 
blow dealt by the constituencies to the anti-Semitic party. It is an 
interesting illustration of the vigilance and intelligence with which 
executive officers of the Anglo-Jewish Association watch 
the developments of public opinion abroad that, in the draft Annual 
Report presented at the last Council Meeting, the opinion was expressed that 
anti-Semitism in Germany was subsiding. The elections fully confirm this 
Of the seventeen seats held by the anti-Semites in the last 
Reichstag, one was voluntarily abandoned as hopeless before the electoral 
campaign opened, and of the others five have been® definitely lost, while six 
have to run the gauntlet of the second ballot. Herr Stoecker himself has to go 
to a second ballot, and Ahlwardt only receives the suffrages of Friedberg on 
the ground—as an injudicious admirer has expressed it—that ‘‘ when a care- 
ful housewife discovers that a fine potato is partly putrescent, she does not 
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throw it away, but scoops out the affected parts.” It is not explained how 
Herr Ahlwardt’s moral blemishes are to be scooped out, nor how 
much of him will remain to represent the sturdy anti-Semitism of 
Friedberg when this process is accomplished. It is probable that 
when the elections are over the anti-Jewish party will have 
lost all the ten seats they gained in 1894. When it is considered how large 
a part Germany has played in the revival of anti-Semitism in Europe, this 
severe check will bring a large measure of hope to the Jews. That other 
countries will immediately follow the example of the German electorate is not 
to be expected, but they cannot fail to be influenced by it, if for no other 
reason than that the whole creative brain of anti-Semitism has hitherto been 


German. Drumont and agitators of his kind are only plagiarists of the 
trans-Rhenan Judeophobes, 


Lord Hardwicke’s Bill for regulating the Immigration 
of Aliens, which Mr. Balfour says is not a government 
measure, went through Committee in the House of 
Lords on Tuesday evening. Not however without con- 
siderable contention, concerning the provision which we 
have always pointed to as the black spot of all the restrictive proposals that 
have been made‘in Parliament—that which gives the power to exclude an 
immigrant who appears to be a ‘pauper ora person likely to become a public 
charge.” Earl Girey moved the omission of these words in a speech every 
word of which endorses the view of the matter we have always urged in these 
columns. The noble Earl almost repeated the words we have many times 
uttered when he said :— 

Whilst he was in entire sympathy with that part of the Bill which prevented the

immigration to this country of aliens, who were either idiot or insane, or who were suffering 


from any dangerous, contagious, or infectious disease, no case had been made out for 
England turning her back on the past and reversing her policy of offering an asylum to all 
fleeing from religious or political persecution, 


That Lord Hardwicke would not accept the amendment is not remarkable, 


having regard to the real objects of those in whose vehalf he is taking the 
Bill through the Upper House. 


Nor could Lord Hardwicke well have accepted the 

Lord Dudley’s Earl of Dudley’s suggestion to substitute for the words 
Suggestion. Lord (rrey wished to omit the words ‘a person without 
means of support,” for that would have prevented the 

exclusion of any alien who had means of support in a faculty for carrying on a 


remunerative occupation—the very point which Mr. Gladstone put so clearly . 


to the House of Commons on February 11th, 1893, on the occasion of 
the debate upon Mr. Lowther’s motion. Lord Dudley did not himself 
see this—indeed he declared that so far as he was concerned—and 
we presume he was speaking in behalf of the Government of which 
he is a member—he would test whether the alien was a pauper or not by 
ascertaining his ‘‘ want of money.” Surely this test, if valid, is as applicable 
to the native as to the alien. We should like to hear what a representative 
body of working men—say the Trades Union Congress—would have to say 


to the doctrine of the Secretary to the Board of Trade that the | 


man who is in ‘want of money” is a pauper. We believe that 
even members of the House of Lords occasionally find themselves 
in that condition ; but who would think of 
when they are well able and willing to earn what they 
require? [tis only when they cannot, or will not, that such a term has any 
application, and that is exactly the case with the Alien Immigrant. But as 
everyone knows, the real object of those who desire to see this Bill become 
law, is to exclude him just because he is nota pauper, but is a competitor, and 
a successful competitor, of native labour. We do not suppose that it -is 
intended to send the Bill through the House of Commons this session, and 
so the discussions upon it'in the Lords are somewhat academic after all. 


Of all things an end, except anti-Semitism. The weary 


calling them paupers 


Anti-Semitic round of excesses continues still from day to day, and 
Riots from capital to capital, until it looks as though the virus 

in Galicia. — of racial hatred had sunk into the very blood of the 
European peoples, and could not be rooted from their 

systems. The latest reports from Austria picture the situation 


in the gloomiest colours. Western (ialicia is aflame from end 
to end. Rapine and murder are rioting through 30 towns, 
and the elementary conditions of civilized existence are abrogated, 
There is no security for the life or the honour of the ill-fated Jews. 
The dense popular ignorance is played upon by the low unscrupulous cunning 
of the anti-Jew with deplorable effect; fraudulent handbills distributed 
broadcast bear an official command to cudgel the Jews, and the 
peasantry are goaded into acts of desperate violence against their helpless 
Jewish fellow-citizens by men holding positions of responsibilty in the 
Province. Yet everyone knows that our coreligionists are merely attacked 
as the outposts of the propertied army, and that the agitation has a wider 
purpose. It is the agrarian Socialist who “rides in the whirlwind and 
directs the storm,” and he is merely striking at the capitalist in general 


through the person of the Jew. Unfortunately, the anti-Semite is seizing his 
opportunity and is attacking the Jew under cover of an economic crisis. But 
the very ambitiousness of the designs in hand is a source of hope. An 
empire like Austria, whose component parts are held in a delicate and pre- 
carious balance, and in which the art of Government is degraded into a sort of 
political tight-rope walking, must tread warily. It must actively stem the 
present agitation in order to avoid graver perils. The priests and the politica] 
incendiaries, who are malevolent factors in the situation, do not realise 
with what dangerous weapons they are playing. Let them beware, lest the 
flames they are kindling with a light heart envelope their own precious persons 
and the institutions they affect to protect. 


The hand of death has removed yet another familiar 
figure from the circle of earnest workers in the person 
of Mr. Lewis Emanuel; the striking manner of his 
death recalling in dramatic suddenness the removal of 
the Rev. A. L, Green from the scene of his labours. Mr. Emanuel 
expired immediately after taking a prominent part in two com- 
munal meetings on Sunday, and may be truly said to have died in 
harness. By London Jews he will long be remembered as an active 
worker in philanthropic movements. His connection with the Board of Depu- 
ties of British Jews as its Solicitor and Secretary for over thirty years is wel] 
known. He was also prominently identified with the Board of Guardians, and 
honourably associated with other Jewish bodies of which he was a respected 
member, whilst his activeinterest in local politics served to perpetuate the honour- 
able but vanishing political bond which circumstance had created between English 
Jews and the Liberal party. Mr. Emanuel did not scale the top-most heights 
of genius or leave an indelible impress on the lives of his fellow-citizens and 
the history of his time; it may be that the most resplendent gifts and the 
most dazzling career are not always the agents of most enduring good. But 
he served his people faithfully and to the fullest measures of his powers, and 
in his death we are the poorer by a keen worker, ever zealous for the good 
name and welfare of the community, one who, by his mental gifts, no less 
than by his civic virtues, helped to maintain the dignity and self-respect of 
the people to which he belonged.

V ariouscommunications which we have from time to time 
inserted in our columns seem to portend a rift 
within the Zionist lute. We have no desire to 
accentuate such differences as exist, however vitally 
they may affect the present and future of the community. A public parade 
of dissensions is never an agreeable spectacle, and divided counsels in the 
presence of vigilant foes are altogether unfortunate. If, then, we refer to 
the differences among English Zionists it is certainly not in a spirit of 
exultation, but because we cannot but sympathise with the stand which is 
being made against an attempt to convert a useful agricultural experiment 
into a dangerous political movement. One cannot help thinking that 
though the Chovevi Zion seemed to have surrendered at discretion to the 
Vienna Committee, it was not without a certain arriére pensée, and a yearn- 
ing for the quiet unobtrusive paths of colonisation they had apparently 
deserted. It was difficult to understand their volteface. Both from 
sentiment and political instinct it was to be expected that the whole 
current of English thought would set dead against a premature 
and mischievous effort to clothe the scattered Jewries throughout the world 
with a separate national existence; and, judging from the speeches that have 
been made and the articles that have been written, such prestige and vitality 
as Zionism has gained here has been won by eulogising the colonies to 
which no one objects, and then implicitly holding up their success as 4

justification for the political agitation to which many would give no quarter.

Education welcome departure. The utmost activity has been 
Conference. reigning around us in educational questions; every 
denomination has been bestirring itself on behalf of 

its young and moving all the powers of the State in their cause ; and it would 
have been a strange thing indeed, if the Jewish community alone, with its aliens 
and their problems, had stood by with folded arms as though the educations] 
millennium had already been reached. The idea of a conference for comparing 
notes and the mutual interchange of-ideas has been taken up with avidity, 
and all that the promoters have had to contend with so far is an embarras de 
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richesses in the shape of a plethora of papers, a superfluity of suggestions, and 
an unlimited number of persons who desired to attend the Sittings. The 
conference will find plenty of material on which to expend its energy and 
experience. The financial position of more than one Jewish voluntary school 
is hardly an enviable one, and a meeting that will hit upon some expedient for 
relieving them from the miseries of annual deficits will indeed have deserved well 
of thecommunity. The position, too, of the Jewish Religious Education Board 
will profitably we hope engage the attention of the conference. This excellent 
institution likewise finds its activity hampered by the “ eternal lack of pence,” 
while, on the other side, the quality of its work is impoverished by that 
unfortunate dearth of good Jewish teachers, which hangs like a blight over 
our educational institutions. If some means were devised of supplying their 


deficiency a good long stride would be taken in the direction of educational 
efficiency. 


Many questions in respect of textbooks, the pre-

valence of the Chedarim in the East End, and the 
of the provision of Hebrew teachers for the wealthier members 
Movement. of the community are of growing importance, and will 


have to be faced. Why, too, should the conference 
not take up the question of the attitude which Jewish teachers should 
adopt towards modern Biblical criticism? Hitherto this important point 
has been shelved and ruled out, probably because it is a very thorny 
problem. But the policy of closing our eyes and letting such difficulties 
settle themselves is hardly wise, and rarely successful ; and sooner or 
later we shall have to decide how far the Bible critic is to be 
admitted to the class-rooms, or whether he is to be warned off the school 
premises altogether. On all these and similar questions the best results are 
to be anticipated from our educational authorities taking counsel among 
themselves. But we hope that this conference may be the pioneer of many 
similar deliberative assemblies. At present, too many of the 
strings of our organisation are gathered in a few hands. The current 
of Jewish official life is for ever running through the same narrow channel. 
As was rightly pointed out a few weeks ago, the present tendency in the 
community is towards the creation of a few communal Atlases who bear all the 
burdens of the community on their own shoulders with unfortunate results to 
themselves and those they would fain serve. The convening of consultative 
conferences, by enabling fresh volunteers to be called to our councils 
would give us a little much-needed devolution and ensure a_ better 
distribution of work and responsibility. In addition, their debates would 


rouse a little more interest in current Jewish questions, and spread enlighten-. 


ment upon them, while at the same time creating a useful body of healthy 
Jewish public opinion. 


It is interesting to observe that the Bill now before 

Nonconformist Parliament for regulating the solemnization of marriages 
Marriages. in Nonconformist places of worship proposes to give 
Dissenters a privilege which the Jewsh and Quaker 

communities have long enjoyed. Up till now the law has enforced the 
presence of the District Registrar at Nonconformist celebrations, which are 
thus placed in a different category from those of the Church of England on 
the one hand, and Jewish or Quaker ceremonies on the other. In the former 
case the officiating clergyman of the church in which the marriage is to be 
performed registers the marriage, of which he subsequently transmits a 
copy to the Superintendent-Registrar. Jews, however, have been 
allowed to certify the Secretaries of Synagogues as Registering Officers 
for this purpose, and in the same way, the (Quakers have their own registering 
officer. It seems an anomaly that Nonconformists should so long have been 
debarred from the exercise of similar powers. Sir Henry Fowler was per- 
fectly justified when he characterised as a grievance, which ought to be 
removed, Nonconformists having a public officer forced upon them at their 
marriages. At the same time, even in the interests of Nonconformists 
themselves, it is desirable. if a congregation is to carry out its own registration, 
that there shall be no irregularity about such an act. The Attorney 
General’s amendment to Clause 2 is framed to obviate the least chance 
of such irregularity. The provision as amended reads: “ No person shall 
officiate at or solemnise a marriage in any registered building under this Act 


unless he has been certified as having been duly authorised for the purpose 


by the Trustees or other governing body of the building, and it shall be the 
duty of the Trustees or goveraing body of every registered building to certify 


the name and address of the person authorised for that building to the 


-Registrar-General and to the Superintendent-Registrar of the district in 


which the building is situate.” This provision is practically on all fours with 


that which regulates the conduct of marriages in our own community, except 
that the Board of Deputies is the certifying body for the majority of Jewish 
congregations. While Jews have long enjoyed this advantage over Dissenters, 
another concession has been made in their favour from which even the Estab- 
lished Churchisdebarred. Ordinary marriagesare restricted to the hours between 
eight and three; the Jewish ceremony may take place at any time. This 


latitude is found to be particularly useful on occasions like Log B’omer, 
when the number of marriages in some of the city synagogues is so great 
that it would be impossible to get through them all by an early hour in the 


afternoon. 
| To explain how it comes about that Jews have long 
Jewish been in the possession of privileges which Noncon- 
Marriage formists are only now about to obtain, one must go 
Laws. back at least as far as to the famous Act of Lord 


Hardwicke in 1753. According to this Act, while 
Dissenters and Roman Catholics were constrained to marry according to the 
prescribed ritual of the Chuch of England, Jews were specially exempted on 
the proposal of the Lord Chancellor from its provisions. Section 18 of the 
Act declared that nothing in it should apply to marriages between persons 
both professing the Jewish religion. And Quakers were placed on the same 
footing. Although Lord Hardwicke’s Act did not expressly recognise the 
validity of Jewish marriages, the decisions given by the law courts in Jewish 
cases that subsequently arose, treated the Act as admitting such validity by 
implication. This was undoubtedly a sound interpretation, for previously to 
the Act, in at least one case which is recorded (Andreas v. Andreas in 1737) 
and probably in other cases which were within Lord Hardwicke’s knowledge, 
a Jewish marriage was held to be good. The common law, unaffected by 
legislation, continued to regulate Jewish marriages until the passing of the 
Marriage and Registration Act in the Reign of William 1V., which expressly 


placed marriages solemnized according to Jewish rites on a level of lega] 


equality with those celebrated in a church. It was this Act which gave the 
Board of Deputies power to certify to the Registrar-General the appointment 
of Secretaries of synagogues to act as marriage registrars. These rights 
were confirmed by various Statutes passed in the reign of Queen Victoria. It 
was not until 1856, fourteen years after it had been established, that the 
West London Synagogue succeeded in carrying through Parliament a special 
Act for itself. . J’ntil that date, the “Reformers” had recourse to a 
civil marriage at the registrar's office. The religious ceremony which was 
subsequently performed by the ministers of the congregation had no legal 
significance whatever. The same Act which afforded relief to the West 
London Synagogue of British Jews and its affiliated congregations permitted 
Jewish marriages in general to be solemnised by license. |

DEATH OF MR. LEWIS EMANUEL. 


With profound sorrow we announce the death of Mr. Lewis Emanuel, 
which took place with appalling suddenness on Sunday afternoon 
at a communal gathering over which he was presiding. The deceased 
presided at the distribution of prizes to the Old Ford Jewish 
Classes, and he delivered an eloquent address. The proceedings had been 
brought to a successful termination, and the company were preparing to witness 
a parade of the Bow Company of the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, when Mr. Emanuel 
complained of feeling faint to the Rev. J. F. Stern, the Company's Chaplain. 
We have related elsewhere the sad circumstances of his death. It may be added 
that Mrs. Emanuel, who had been sent for, on approaching the school after he 
had ceased to breathe, thought that she saw her husband in the playground, and 
that all was well. | 

Up to the moment of his being taken ill, Mr. Emanuel was 
apparently in the very best of health and spirits. He had only recently 
returned from a‘month’'s tour in Italy, which seemed to have set him up 
completely. He declared he felt so well that he would not need another holiday 
this year. The day before his death he attended the Bayswater Synagogue as 
usual, and on Saturday afternoon he took his little grandson, who was staying with 
him on a visit, fora walk. On Sunday morning he acted as Secretary at the first 
meeting of the newly-elected Board of Deputies. The meeting was an animated 
one, and may have had an exciting effect on Mr. Emanuel. He returned home 
to a brief lunch, and at once set out for Old Ford, where he was due at the distri- 
bution of prizes. As announced in our columns, Mr. B.S. Straus was to have 
taken the chair, but at the eleventh hour | 
he was prevented from attending, and 
Mr. Emanuel was asked to take his place. 
There can be no doubt that his exer- 
tions brought about the fatal event 
which is so deeply deplored throughout 
the community. 

Yet this last day of his life was only 
typical of many a day that he spent in 
the service of his fellows. Lewis 
Emanuel never spared himself. His 
family had often to dissuade him from 
undertaking fresh burdens of public 
labour. But he found it hard to desist. 
And his interests were so wide that he 
was active in more directions than most 
public workers. Nihil humani a me 
alienum puto might have stood as the 
motto of his life. 

In his public and private life, he 
furnished a splendid example of all that 
an English Jew should be. Deeply 
attached as he was to his religion and 
his community, and prominent in every 
Jewish movement, he felt that, as an 
English Jew, he ought to maintain a ° 
keen interest in the political, municipal 
and social life of his fellow citizens. 
He was active as a_ politician, and 
only less so as an educationalist. He 
was one of the most ardent, as he was 
one of the earliest of Jewish volun- 
teers, and proficient in outdoor sports. 
As might be expected of such a man; 
he was exceedingly jealous of the 
honour of the community. Any revela- 
tions which were calculated to reflect 
discredit on the Jewish name cut him 
to the quick. Now that he is no more, | 


have appeared in our columns protesting against the conferment of communal 
honours on money-lenders, were from his pen. He was a pioneer in this 
direction. His letters were usually signed “ Vigilans.” 
Lewis Emanuel was the son of Mr. Ezekiel Emanuel, of The Hard, Portsea, 
and he was born in Portsmouth on May 14th, 1832. A paper which, as a young 
man, he wrote about his native place was published in the journal of the Statis- 
tical Society, of which he was a member until shortly before his death. Ezekiel 
Emanuel was a brother of the late Mr. Emanuel Emanuel, of Southsea, the 
father of Lady Magnus. Mr. Ezekiel Emanuel’s wife, Rebecca, was related to 
the Lewis's of Brighton. A sister of Mr. Lewis Emanuel is Mrs. Philip Cohen, 
the authoress of that deservedly-popular work, “Bible Readings with My 
Children.” 
Mr. Emanuel was educated in the first instance at the school of the Rev. 
Isaac and the Rev. Emanuel Myers at Ramsgate. There he came under -the 
notice and became a special favourite of Sir Moses Montefiore, thus laying the 
foundation of an intimate and life-long friendship, Among other personal gifts 
from Sir Moses, Mr. Emanuel cherished a set of Festival Prayer-books given 
him while atschool, His relationship with the great philanthropist became most 
ntimate when he was appointed Secretary and Solicitor of the Board of 
Deputies, of which Sir Moses was President. | a 
In 1870 Mr. Emanuel, in his official capacity, set out with Sir Moses 
Montefiore on one of his many philanthropic missions. Sir Moses and 
Mr. Emanuel had arranged to meet Prince Charles of Roumania in 
Paris to confer with him on the Roumanian-Jewish question, but on their 
arrival at Dover they heard with great regret that his Highness had left Paris 
suddenly, and Sir Moses and Mr. Emanuel were reluctantly compelled to return 
to London. 
On leaving Ramsgate, Mr, Emanuel pursued his educat

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school, entering his profession at a much earlier age than young men do nowa- 
days. He was just twenty-one years of age when he was admitted to practise as 
a solicitor. That was in 1853; he had at his death therefore been practising 
for forty-five years. Adding the. years that he had passed as an articled clerk, 
he may be said to have spent half a century of his life in the law. 


Mr. Emanuel was articled to Mr. Sampson Samuel, then one of the few 


solicitors in the London community of Jews. Mr. Samuel was, in his day, one 


of the most active workers in the community. As the Solicitor and Secre- 
tary of the Board of Deputies for a long period, he was brought into close per- 
sonal relation with Sir Moses Montefiore, and took part in the early emancipa- 
tion struggle. Mr. Emanuel was admitted a partner of Mr. Sampson Samuel in 
1865, and on that gentleman’s death in November, 1868, Mr. Emanuel became 
head of the firm. In 1875, Mr. Simmonds became a partner of Mr. Emanuel, 
and the name of the firm was thenceforth altered to Emanuel and Simmonds, 
Among the number of cases of which Mr. Emanuel had charge, Wallace v. 
Attorney General may be mentioned as having created no little stir at the time, 
especially in the Jewish community, about a quarter of a century ago. Under 
the will of Lord Henry Seymour, made in Paris in the French language, a large 
sum of money was devoted to “the hospices of London.” The Jewish asylums 
put in aclaim to benefit by the will, but the claim was opposed by the trustees 
on the ground that Jewish institutions did not come within the scope of the words, 
Mr. Lewis Emanuel was employed to conduct the case on behalf of the Jewish 
charities. He displayed much ability in the various stages of the case, and in 
the end won the day, with the result that the Jewish asylums were declared 
entitled to receive the full benefits of the will, in the same proportion as the 
other London charities. 7 


Mr. Emanuel was a commissioner for oaths and a commissioner, for affidavits 

for South Australia, New Zealand, and 
British Columbia. In the City he en- 
joyed an irreproachable reputation as a 
lawyer, and his professional services 
were engaged in connection with many 
important cases. Although his legal 
opinion was valued on any subject, he 
devoted most of his time and attention 
to conveyancing, and it was this branch 
of the work of the firm that he took 
entirely on his own shoulders. Litiga- 


fact that much of his work consisted in 
dissuading people from going to law. 
As a family solicitor he was the confi- 
dant of many Jewish families, during 
his long and honourable career. English 
Jews have produced an imposing array 
of eminent lawyers. Many of these 
were without doubt more famous than 
Lewis Emanuel, but none ever gained 
a greater share of respect for trust- 
worthiness conscientiousness of 
motive than the. well-known solicitor, 
whose tragic death has cast so deep a 
gloom over the entire Anglo-Jewish 
community. 


His pamphlet on ‘“ Corrupt Practices 
at Parliamentary Elections” was pub- 
lished by Chapman and Hall in 1881. 

_ In substance it was an address delivered 
at the Lewisham and Lee Liberal Club 
on the 4th of January, 1881, but as the 
Attorney General's Corrupt Practices 
Bill was introduced into the House on 
the 7th of January of that year, Mr. 
Emanuel issued his paper separately, 
‘The pamphlet was a learned and 

3 interesting document, divided under the 
following heads: ‘ Historical Retrospect,” “ The Evils of the Present System,” 

‘The Remedy.’ The concluding paragraph is interesting to quote, as significant 

of the love of honour and patriotism characteristic of the man :— 

“If men knew. what it had cost to rear our constitution, to acquire and to consolidate 
our liberties, if they would read of the struggles, the sacrifices, and the privations which 
their ancestors had endured to make Kogland the great, the free and happy country it is, 
could they be so base as to sell their political birthright for a mess of pottage? could they 
be so sordid as to barter their votes for a few shillings? Let us pre by our acts, not 


merely by words, how much we love our dear old England, how highly we venerate its 
institutions; we can best do this by insisting that, at any cost and any sacrifice, these 


institutions, which we have suffered so long to be tainted by foulness and corruption, shall 


be handed down to posterity pure and unsullied.” 


His legal and general ability, his industry and communal zeal, marked him 
out as a man ideally fitted for the important position that he held in the 
Jewish community—that of Secretary and Solicitor of the Board of Deputies of 
British Jews. Mr. Lewis Emanuel was elected Secretary of the Board 
at a meeting of that body, held on the 19th of January, 1869, Although the 
advertisement inviting applications for the post had appeared two weeks 
concurrently in the “JewisH CHRONICLE,” the Chairman (Mr. Joseph 
Mayer Montefiore) made the anticipated announcement that only one applica- 
tion had been received, viz., that from the acting Secretary, Mr. Emanuel. Mr. 
J. Sebag (now Sir Joseph Sebag Montefiore), in proposing the election of Mr. 
Lewis Emanuel, said, “ it was no matter of surprise that only one applicant had 
come forward, for the thorough competency of that one was patent to every- 
body.” The speaker then dwelt at, some length on the fitness of the gentleman, 
whose ability was so well known, to fill the post for which he was particularly 
qualified. Needless to say, Mr. Emanuel’s election was unanimous. 

How fully Mr. Emanuel realised the expectations that were formed of him is 
a matter of communal history. Inthe course of the thirty years during which he 
served the Board, he came to be completely identified with its interests.

referee to whom questions of all kinds were referred. When anyone was in 


want of information or advice touching matters of English legislation in their’ 


bearing upon Jewish interests, he naturally applied to the popular Solicitor 
and Secretary of the Board of Deputies, who was never too busy to place 
his extensive knowledge at other people’s disposal. The writer has before him 
three lengthy letters which he received from Mr. Emanuel some years ago 
when he had Occasion to enquire into the bearing of certain statutes upon 
Jewish privileges. These letters were written with all that care, lucidity and 
legal conciseness for which his correspondence was distinguished. How he 
found time for so much writing was a marvel even to those who knew him best. 
It is said that, in the course of his secretaryship of the Board, he wrote more 
letters to the Government Officials than any other member of the community. 
There was scarcely a department of the Government in which he had not a 
friend, whose kindly offices he could bespeak for the Board or its constituents. 

As one of the last important acts of his official career, it may be mentioned 
that he rendered excellent service to the Board in the matter of the late Sir 
Richard Burton's book. It was mainly through his tact and address that the 
delicate negotiations in which the Board engaged were brought to so satisfactory 
an issue. Of late years Mr. Emanuel received honorary assistance in his secre. 
tarial work at the Board from his son, Charles, 

The rest of his communal work was entirely honorary, and covered a wide 
ground. To his deep and abiding interest in Jewish education he may literally 
be said to have borne testimony with his dying breath. In particular the educa- 
tion of the Jewish lads belonging to the poorer classes of the community appealed 
to his sympathies. The Lads’ Brigade, whose parade formed a feature of Sun. 
day’s memorable proceedings, was a movement after his own heart, which he 
helped to establish, and with which he remained in touch until the last. Nothing 
could have been more appropriate than that the Bow Company, who formed them- 
selves into a “ guard of honour” for him on Sunday, should have served as an 
escort” at his graveside on Wednesday. | 


He exerted himself with characteristic zeal on behalf of Jewish reformatory | 


lads, It was he who, in 1890, was instrumental in getting these lads grouped at 
the East London Industrial Schools at Lewisham, of whose Committee he was 
the only Jewish member. He was strongly opposed to the creation of a special 
Jewish Industrial School. In a valuable correspondence on the subject which he 
initiated in our columns last December he expressed the opinion that “the 
existence of such an institution would serveas an incentive to unworthy parents 
to neglect their boys, especially the troublesome ones.” 

Of other schools with which he was connected, mention may be made of the 
Bayswater Jewish Schools, of which he was the honorary solicitor. In this 
capacity he succeeded in obtaining from the Great Western Railway Company a 
piece of land for the new schools, when they were removed from Westbourne 
Park to Harrow Road, on terms that were particularly advantageous to the 
Committee. 

For nearly forty years the deceased took a very active part in the work of the 
Jewish Board of Guardians. 
Secretary to the Visiting Committee, which office he filled until 1868. in 1870 
he was elected a member of the Board, and was a very valued and energetic 
member of that body. In fact, he was taking the Relief Rota at the time of his 
death, having attended, on Tuesday the 14th, and excused himself for Thursday 
the 16th, having to attend another communal meeting. He had arranged to 
take the two sittings for this present week. Mr. Emanuel also was a most 
energetic member of the Investigating Committee from the year 1883 to 1897, 
in which year he resigned. He was also a member of the Executive Committee 
from 1884 and served until his death. 

He was a member of the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and of 
the Committee of the Maccabeeans. Our last issue reported a speech which he 
delivered at the dinner given by this body to Mr. Israel Abrahams. He was also 
on the Committee of the Bread, Meat and Coal Charity, and was Hon. Solicitor 
to the Jewish Ladies’ Benevolent Society. 

As already suggested, he was no less active and respected as a public worker 
outside the Jewish community. He regarded it as an essential part of his duty 
as a Jew to interest himself in the political and municipal affairs of the nation. 
By political sympathies he was a Liberal. He remained a staunch supporter of 
the Liberal party until it was broken up by the Home Rule question, when he 
joined the Liberal Unionists. He enjoyed the distinction of being elected a 
member of the Council of the Liberal Unionist Association. In conjunction 
with the late Mr. Firth and Mr. Beal, he took a leading part in the Londen 
Municipal Reform League, a movement which ultimately ledto the establishment 
of the London County Council. He was a prominent member of the Committee 
of the City Liberal Club. An able speaker from his youth upwards, for many 
years he held the position of “ Speaker” of the Kensington Parliament.

The four sons—Frank, Charles, Walter and Alfred—have already rendered 
promising service to the community, to art, and to literature. 

Upon the void which is created in this family circle we forbear to 
comment. But we may be permitted to say in regard to the community which he 
served with such untiring zeal that his loss will be profoundly felt, not alone 
because of its awful suddenness, but chiefly because it leaves a gap in the ranks of

The Funeral. 


The doctors who attended Mr. Emanuel in his last moments having been 
able to certify the cause of death (rupture of a blood vessel in the brain) an 
inquest was avoided. The funeral took place on Wednesday afternoon, at five 
o'clock, from the residence of the deceased, and though the public notice given 
was short there was a very large gathering of persona friends and of represen- 
tatives of institutions with which Mr. Emanuel had been connected. The bodies 
represented were the Board of Deputies, Anglo-Jewish Association, Jewish 
Board of Guardians, Bayswater Synagogue, Bayswater Jewish Schools, South 
London Jewish Schools, Old Ford and North Bow Jewish Classes and Sabbath 
School, the Maccabwans, the Kensington Parliament, the Jewish Lads’ Brigade, 
and the Bread, Meat and Coal Charity. 7

OBITUARY. 


MR. SAUL SOLOMON, 


Mr. Saul Solomon, whose death at the age of 82, took place on Tuesday last 
was the son of Mr. Edward Solomon, of the firm of Solomon and Gideon of St., 
Helena, and first cousin of Mr. Saul Solomon of the Cape. Mr. Solomon 
possessed, as a solicitor, one of the oldest practices among Jewish members of 
the legal profession. He was admitted to practise in 1850, and was a member of 
the Incorporated Law Society. 

He took considerable interest in communal affairs, and was one of the 
original Trustees of the Borough New Synagogue and Schools, as well as 
a Vice-President and Honorary Solicitor of the latter Institution. As a 

ast Warden of the Borough Synagogue at the time of its joining the United 
Synagogue he became a life member of the Council of the United Synagogue. 

e took much interest in Freemasonry and was P.M. of the Lodge of 
Tranquillity, of which also he was one of the oldest members. As a lucid and 
easy speaker he never failed, during the more active ‘portion of his career, to 
command attention. Though physically much enfeebled of late years, he 
enjoyed in his retirement the resources of an omnivorous reader, while his 
natural cheerfulness and geniality and his interest in public affairs continued 
unabated to the last. He leaves a widow, Elizabeth, daughter of the late Mr. 
Solomon Levy of Brixton, a daughter and eight sons, twoof whom are members 
of the firm founded by him.

Baroness Hirsch’s Benefactions. 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the munificent donation of £1,000 which the 
Baroness de Hirsch had recently given towards the funds of the Loan Com- 
mittee.

Consumption amongst the Jewish Poor. 

A report was submitted from the Sanitary Committee dealing with the 
increase of consumption amongst the Jewish poor. It will be remembered that 
some months ago a Committee was formed to inquire into the increased pre- 
valence of consumption amongst the Metropolitan Jewish poor. That Committee 
submitted a report, published in the “ Jewisit CironxteLe” of February 11th, 
which was referred to the Sanitary Committee to consider how the recommenda- 
tions contained therein could) best be carried into effect. The Sanitary 
Committee in their report recommended that the leatlet issued by the Glasgow 
Committee of Health should be translated into Yiddish and circulated amongst 
the poor, directing theirattention to the facts in relation to consumption, point- 
ing out the nature of the disease, and the means by which it may be controlled 
or its communication prevented. The report also recommends that the pamphlet, 
“A Popular Exposition of the Modern Doctrine of Tuberculosis” issued by Dr. 
Russell, the Senior Medical Officer of Health of Glasgow, should be distributed 
among the visitors, amongst the poor, the Ladies’ Conjoint Visiting Committee, 
and the officials of the Board. The Committee recommended that special 
instructions should be given to the officials in the Relief Department of the 
Board and to the visitors, with a view to increased attention and care being 
bestowed upon an applicant apparently suffering from  phthisis. It is 
recommended that representations should be made to the local authorities in 
certain districts, urging them to carry out a proper inspection of workshops. 
The report concludes with suggestions as to the means to be employed to enable 
the Board in. the future to obtain statistics fromwhich to gauge the number of 
deaths due to chest affections amongst the Jewish community. 

The leaflet which it is proposed to circulate is entitled “ Hints about the 
Prevention of Consumption.” I contams information relating to the malady 
and directions as to the means to be adopted to avoid contradicting it. 

The report was unanimously adopted, on the motion of Mr. Davin F. 
ScuLoss (Hon. Secretary of the Sanitary Committee), briefly seconded by Mr. 
N.S. JOSEPH, 

The Work of the Board of Guardians. 


Mr. M. A. Green said the Board might be interested in knowing of the 
most recent instance that had come under their notice wherein the operations of 
the Board of Guardians were attended with most satisfactory results. Some 
years ago a man who had gone abroad left his wife and five children to the care 
of the Board. After a while the man communicated with his wife, and sent at 
intervals money towards her support, but a sum quite insufficient for her needs. 
lor over four years the Board was compelled to incur the expense of maintain- 
ing two of the children. Eventually the Board was enabled to trace the father 
to his settlement in Perth, Western Australia, and induced him to send home 
for his wife and three of his children. Quite recently the Board telegraphed to 
him to enquire whether he would receive the two children whom the Board had 
cared for, and a satisfactory reply having come to hand the two children were 
restored to their parents, and the entire family were now united and living 
comfortably abroad.

Jewish Historical Society. 


The Annual General Meeting of the Jewish Historical Society was held on 
Wednesday, at Jews’ College. Mr. Joseru JAcons, B.A., President of the 
Society, occupied the chair. . 

At the commencement of the proceedings, the CHAIRMAN moved, and Mr. 
E. B. Ivarrs seconded, a vote of sympathy and condolence to the widow and 
family of the late Mr. Lewis Emanuel. 

The Report for the session 1807-1898 was presented. The following is an 
abstract of the Report :— 


The growth of interest in the work of the Society during the past session has mani- 
fested itself practically in a considerable increase of the number of members. The list 
now contains 248 names. To a large extent this increase was due to an important innova- 
tion which yielded most gratifying results. The inargural meeting of the Society was 
held, not in London, but in Birmingham. The Jewish community of Birmingham offered 
a cordial welcome to the President, and at the close of the meeting many new members 
were enrolled. It is propored to repeat this method in the ensuing session, when the 
Manchester Jewish Congregation will be invited to receive the President. This method 
of procedure has much modified the desire of the Council to proceed with its affiliation 
Scheme as applied to extra-metropolitan centres of Jewish life. But the plan has been 
modified rather than abandoned. The Society, thanks to the generosity of several 
friends, has in preparation a series of popular lectures on general and English Jewish 
history, and the illustrations will be by lantern slides. Two of these lectures are 

ractically ready, viz, “‘ Menasseh ben Israel,” by the Chief Rabbi, and “ Jews of Rome,” 
y the Rev. 8. Singer. Many others are in agg poten and it is hoped that several 
will be ready for the c pening of next session; The lectures will be circulated, a small fee 
being charged for the use of the slides. [t seems not unreasonable to expect the pro- 
motion of a more general interest in the study of Jewish history, both local and general, 
The Council make a further appeal to the 
clergy and students in the provinces to assist the Society by collecting and anno- 
tating local synagogue records for the purpose of being tabulated and 
preserved in the Transactions of the Society. A meeting of a semi-private 
nature was summoned early in 1898, at which many students were present. 
Several who attended undertook definite investigations, the outcome of which will enrich 
the Transections of the Scciety in future years. The Council trusts that others will com- 
munieate with the President, who will be happy to assist them in selecting subjects for 
research. The Council cordially thanks the Maccabeans and the Council of Jews’ College 
for the use of roc ms in which to hold the Society's meetings. Mr, Claude G. Montefiore 
received the members at bis house in Portman Square, and the Council's hearty thanks are 
due for this attention. |

The Hon. Oscar S. Straus. 
Mr. Eprror, 


The appointment of the Hon. Osear 8S. Strausas United States Minister to 
Turkey is a well-deserved compliment to one of our leading Jewish citizens. The 
compliment is the more gracious, not because Mr. Straus is a Jew, but because 
he has been prominently active in the Democratic party. I know of no case 
where a President has appointed to so important a position a man not of his own 
political colour, Mr. Straus’s appointment will become historical if it mark a 
departure from a custom which has had its great drawbacks, and if. it 
inaugurate the entire freeing of our diplomatic service from the thraldom of 
party ties. Mr. Straus’s mission to Constantinople during the first administra- 
tion of Mr, Cleveland was so eminently successful that since his return-the offer 
has been often made to him to go back to Constantinople. It is significant that 
those who clamoured loudest for his return were the American Missionary 
Societies, whose interests in the East are known to be very great. Mr, Straus is 
a member of the New York Bar, President of the American Jewish Historical 
Society, and the author of several works dealing with phases of American 
history, Two years ago Brown University, Providence (Rhode Island) conferred 
upon him the degree of LL.B. On June 9th the Judwans tendered a reception 
to Mr, Straus in recognition of his re-appointment. 


Jewish Religious School Union. 


The Jewish Religious School Union of New York proposes to carry on its 
work next year with redoubled energy. It proposes to pubiliah three series of 
Religious School lessons in conjunction with * Helpful Thoughts,” one on the 
Jewish festivals, a second on Bible Heroes, and a third on some typical psalms. 
These are intended to guide teachers in their work by suggesting methods of 
treatment and of presentation. A committee of the teachers is now at work 
preparing a list of books in English fiction, in order that every Religious School 
may be equipped with a proper library. It has also been proposed to send out 
travelling libraries to smaller congregations and schools. A committee of 
Religious School Superintendents is preparing a list of works upon Religious 
School pedagogies. Both lists will be published in the form of bulletins at the 
commencement of the next season. The real work of the Union will be done in 
three * Circles of Study,” which will be held in different parts of the city during 
the whole of the winter. There will be regular classes in charge of competent 
leaders. They will take up the literary and historical study of the Bible. There 
will also be a course of four public lectures on the connection of — the 
Religious School with various phases of life. 


The Orthodox Conference. 


I referred in my last letter to the eall which had been sent out for this 
Conference or Convention, That Convention met on the Sth instant: and 1 
- cannot see that it has done more than state some principles and denounce 
Reform. There was no mistaking its purport or the religious ground which it wished 
to take. There was some opposition to the use of the word “orthodox”; but 
the sentiment seemed to be that the word was useful asa shibboleth and ought to 
be preserved. It is, therefore, surprising that in the “ principles of the Conven- 
tion, as finally adopted, that word does not appear, and that the Conference is 
said to be made up of “delegates from Jewish Congregations in the United 
States and the Dominion of Canada.” It would have cleared the atmosphere 
more If it had read “ from orthodox Jewish Congregations. Delegates from 
twenty-two citics were present; and in looking over the names of the Congre- 
gations represented it Is apparent that. with two or three exceptions, that lst 
does not contain the name of any large and influential Congregation. Of all the 
large temples and Synagogues in New York City enly one—the Spanish and 
Portuguese—was a party to the Conference. [do not say this from any wish to 
find fault or to belittle the meeting. I welcomed the Conference as a harbinger 
of good to the many little congregations and Chevras who are practically without 
leadership, and who sought such leadership in the Convention. But it shows 
how the party lines are drawn in the Jewish Church of the United States. The 
great mass ot the educated and Americanized Jews belong to the Reform wing. 

It will interest your readers to hear what these principles are. — L select the 
following passages from the official declaration :— 

This Conference of Delegates from Jewish congregations in the United States and 
the Dominion of Canada is convened to atvance the interests of positive Biblical, 
Rabbinical and Historical Judaism. 

We favour the convening of a Jewish Synod specifically authorised by congregations 
to meet. ... | 

We believe in the Divine revelation of the Bible, and we declare that the prophets in 
no way discountenanced ceremonial duty, but only condemned the personal life of those 
who observed ceremonial law, but disregarded the moral. Ceremonial law is not 
optative; it is obligatory. 

We affirm our adherence to the acknowledged Codes of our Rabbis and the thirteen 
principles of Maimonides. | 

And further, to prevent misunderstanding concerning Judaism, we reaffirm our belief 
in the coming of a personal Messiah, and we protest against the admission of proselytes 
into the fold of Judaism without millah and febilah. | 

We protest against intermarriage between Jew and Gentile; we protest against the 
idea that we are merely a religious sect, and maintain that we are a gation, though 
temporarily without-a national home, and 

Furthermore, that the restoration to Zion is the legitimate aspiration of scattered 
Israel, in no way conflicting with our loyalty to the land in which we dwell or may dwell 
at any time. | . 


All of this is quite clear, with the exception of the statement in the first 
aragraph about “ positive Biblical, Rabbinical and Historical J udaism.” We 
something about Biblical. Judaism and its development from very rude 
beginnings. We know what Rabbinical Judaism stands for. No one has yet 
made clear to us what Historical Judaism is. The expression, | believe, was 
coined by the Breslau School, It is unfortunate.

books according to the Portuguese Minhag, with additions and corrections. 
rovided that the volumes be printed in the United Kingdom, and that the 
Hebrew and Knglish type and the paper be all as nearly as possible the same as 
those used in the well-known editions of the Rev. D. A. de Sola’s books.” 
Mr. Mocatta said that ten years. ago the Haham approached the Mahamad 
with the idea of issuing a new prayer book, but the matter fell through. 
In 1805 Dr. Gaster suggested to the Heshaim Society to bring out a prayer 
book under its auspices. The Committee went into the matter fully, 
but the stumbling block was where it should be printed. Dr. Gaster 
advised that the cost of production in’ England was dearer than abroad, 
that accuracy could better be ensured abroad, and that the cost of 
revision would be very heavy in this country. Other matters soon engrossed. 
the attention of the congregation, and the idea was dropped for the moment. 
But now that things had resumed their normal course, 1t had been revived. 
Dr. Gaster had submitted proposals and estimates for unbound copies of the 
daily prayer book only. but these proposals had been rejected. His (Mr. 
Mocatta’s) strong feeling was that every congregant should be able to obtain 
a complete set of prayer books at as moderate a price as possible. The 
members of Heshaim agreed that a new edition of the prayer book was neces- 
sary, and the majority were of opinion that it should be printed in England. 
According to estimates furnished to them, 5,000 copies of the entire de Sola set 
could be produced for 7s. od. each set unbound, as against 5s. for unbound copies 
The estimates provided for electrotype, so that as 
many copies could be produced as possible. The Society of Heshaim had an 
available fund of £2,900. 
Mr. M. Casreito,in seconding the motion, expressed preference for an 


English production. 


After some remarks by Messrs. A. H. PINtoO, and M. A. N. Linpo (who had 
circulated among the Elders a correspondence ne had had on the subjeet with 
Dr. Gaster), 1.

Mr. Hyman Morris presided recently at the annual meeting of the Johannes- 
burg Hebrew Congregation. The sixth annual a states that the pe year 
has been for Johannesburg one of unprecedented depression, and our brethren, 
in common with the rest of the inhabitants of this city, have suffered serious 
losses in consequence of the commercial stagnation. The Committee have great 
pleasure in reporting that, notwithstanding all this, the income of the congrega- 
tion has not declined to any appreciable extent, the total revenue on the congre- 
gational account for the year ending 31st of March, 1807, being £4,807 15s., and 
for the year just ended £4,743 2s. 2d., a difference of only £114 Ils. 10d. The 


expenditure this year exceeds the expenditure of the previous year by £498 13s. 


This 1s occasioned by the repainting, decorating and general improvement of the 
buildings, the purchase of two hundred chairs, &c. This school is now open and 
gives tuition to 230 children. The deticiency in the carrying on of the institution 
is met by the congregation. Mr.Sam Marks (of Messrs. Lewis and Marks) has 
undertaken to contribute, for a period of three years, the sum of £250 per annum 
towards the deticiency. The amount paid out of the congregational funds for 
school building and maintenance purposes to 2Ist March, 1808, was £1,468) Os. Od. 
The present staff consists of the Rev. H. Isaacs, Honorary Superintendent : Rev. 
I). Wasserzug, B.A., Superintendent; Mr. P. B. Marks, B.A., Headmaster ; anda 
staff of six male and female teachers. A Saturday afternoon (Mincha) service, 
open to all Jewish children, conducted by the Revs. H. Isaacs and D. Wasserzug, 
has been inaugurated and is a great success. During the past year the school has 
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done good educational work. In addition toa sound English and Hebrew 
being sree Dutch is also taught. The committee Gove secured the veer 
Rev. D. Wasserzug as Second Minister and Lecturer for one year ending 31st 
May, 1899. The report also deals with the work of several philanthropic institu 
tions connected with the congregation. The Chairman, in moving the adoption 
of the report, dwelt on the financial position of the school, and referred to the 
regret with which the Committee had received the resignation of Mr. B. Lesaras, 
their Hon. Secretary, who would have been a great acquisition on the Committee.

The German Elections.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
BERLIN, JUNE 20TH, 1898, 

The elections to the German Reichstag took place on the 16th, and up to 
now the results are known of 303 contests. It is impossible to get an accurate 
idea of the composition of the Reichstag, as 183 second ballots must take place 
next Friday. It can, nevertheless, be stated that the Social Democrats and the 
Catholic Centrals have gained some seats; on the the other hand the anti- 
Semites have suffered several defeats, in spite of very great efforts and renewed 
attacks on the Jews. The anti-Semites have not only not secured any new 
seats, but have lost several, even in the Kingdom of Saxony and the 
Duchy of Hesse, where they had gained so firm a footing. In Dresden 
they lost two seats, and theit leader, Dr. Zimmermann, was defeated. 
Ahlwardt, Boeekel and Stoecker will have to submit to a second ballot. and it is 
perhaps’ possible that these chief promoters of anti-Semitism in Germany—and 

it is devoutedly to be wished—will be defeated next Friday. 


amongst others Liebermann von Sonneberg and Werner. They have to submit to 
a second ballot, so that probably, instead of 16 who were in the last Reichstag, 
less than 10 anti-Semites will be elected; thus they will cease to be a 
factor in parliamentary life in Germany, The number of successful 
Jewish candidates is very small, and is limited to a few Social Democrats, 
viz. Paul Singer, who has been elected with 52,000 votes Berlin, 
Haase in Koenigsberg, Rechtsanwalt Stadthagen in Nieder Barnim, Emanue! 
Wurm in the Duchy of Reuss. Three other Jewish Liberal candidates had very 
little chance of success and were defeated. The Liberals, Eugen Richter and 
Dr. Heinrich Rickert, have also to submit to a second ballot. It 1s much to 
be desired that they will gain seats in the Reichstag, as they are ever to the fore 
in defending the rights of the Jews. Let us also hope that the Liberals will gain 
many seats at the second ballot, and that the anti-Semites may proceed from 
defeat to defeat. 
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The result of the election 1s that only five anti-Semites have been chosen,

There 1s no instance in our generation so impressive and 
so elevating as the profound sense 6f unanimity which has been roused by the 
contemplation of this great personality. and if anything enhances that elevated 
sense of unanumnity, it is the consideration that Mr. Gladstone's extraordinary 
— career, more perhaps than any other of his contemporaries, has aroused opposition 
and criticism. There was something extraordinary and unique in that personality, 
something far deeper than mere intellectual genius or even great versatility. 
It was the tender and beautiful and noble in Mr. Gladstone's nature that has 
uroused such widespread manifestation of personal regard and affection. The 
various public bodies who have expressed this sentiment are naturally appealed 
to in various ways as is the case with all men of great and varied 
qualities, and therefore it comes about that different representative 
bodies have special reason, peculiar to themselves, why some particular 
part of his character or career appealed to them, This Board was closely 
identified with the great struggle for Jewish emancipation which was only 


achieved in the lifetime of those of us who are now in middle-age. With that 


struggle there were three or four names singularly bound up—Lord Macaulay, 
Lord Brougham, Lord John Russell. and William Ewart Gladstone, For three 
years, during critical period his” career, Mr. Gladstone 
was deprived of his seat in the House of Commons because 
of the position he took up on the question of the removal 
of Jewish Disabilities. But there was an incident in his life on which there has 
been in our community some degree of misconception and misapprehension. In 
that memorable demonstration,which took place in 1X82 on behalf of sre gitegie 
brethrea in Russia, owing to certain circumstances LT was enabled ‘to be 
behind the scenes. and am enabled to state that, notwithstanding the fact that 
Mr. Gladstone was at that time Prime Minister and the leader of a policy which 
was friendly to Russia, he was absolutely and entirely in our confidence 
throughout our actions. We consulted him on almost every detail ; there was 
nota resolution submitted, which he had not previously read and approved. And 
it is only right in the cause of the abstract justice that that fact should be 
recorded, I may mention another instance which illustrates the great sympathy 
that Mr. Gladstone felt for the sufferings of our people. It was several 
years ago, when, for the first time, there came into his hands a German 
ublication of a lecture by Dr. Déllinger, upon the suffering of the Jews. 
lhe pamphlet made a great impression. on him and it was at Mr, Glad- 
stone’s earnest request that a certain lady was induced to translate It into 
English, so anxious was he to disseminate the facts concerning the anti- 
Semitic movement. Not only was Mr. Gladstone in the front rank 
of those statesmen who fought for and won the emancipation of the Jews in 
this country, but he was the first to give practical effect to it by appointing the 
first Jew in the Executive Government. These are facts that it becomes this 
Board, as representing the Jews of the United Kingdom, to bear in mind, oan 
therefore move that the following resolution should be transmitted to Mrs. 
Gladstone and her son, Mr. Herbert J. Gladstone : | 


“That this Board shares the sorrow entertained by all classes without distinction of 
race, creed or party at the death of the Right Hon. William Ewart Gladstone, and 
tenders to Mrs. Gladstone and to the several members of her family the oy” oes gt 
of its sympathy at the sad bereavement they have sustained. That the Board, in 
offering its humble tribute of admiration and respect for the departe ' prin ep 
will always gratefully remember that he was the earnest champion of civil “e 

religions liberty, the chivalrous and constant friend of suffering and 
nationalities, and that in devoting his life to these noble objects, he ever eitile th 
to the highest principles, and was inspired by the loftiest ideals. ‘That “ °. e 
British Jews, in common with the rest of Her Majesty s subjects, on e loss 
of England’s most illustrious son they feel special cause to cheris : pram 
for the conspicuous part he took in the removal of those restrictions that salog He 
affected the Jewish community, and which were not only unjust in themse ier t 
which served to kindle sectarian prejudices and to keep alive religious animosities.

The Nonconformist Marriage Bill. 


Mr. B. L. Cotiey explained the steps he had taken with a view to protecting 
Jewish interests in relation to the Bill at present before Parliament for the 
regulation of Nonconformist marriages. 

The Alien Immigration Bill. 


_ Mr. Mavricr Jacons commented on the suggestion which had been made 
in the columns of the “ Jewisu Curonicie” that the Board of Deputies should 
undertake the collection of facts relating to pauper-alien immigration, with a 
view to employing them in refuting the sensational and inaccurate statements 
that are being circulated. Mr. Jacobs said that the Bill which had recently 
passed the second reading in the House of Lords would be of serious conse- 
quence to Jews if it passed the Commons. Inthe days of Sir Francis Goldsmid 
and Sir Julian Goldsmid, the question would never have been allowed to arrive 
at such a stage without strenuous opposition from the Jewish members of Par- 
liament. The case for legislation was made up of exaggerated statements, and the 
Board of Deputies would be rendering good service to the Jews who would be 
affected by such a measure, if it interested itself in the Bill with the object that 
had been suggested. He proposed that the Board of Deputies, as the only 
representative body in the Jewish community, should undertake the collection of 
information concerning the alien question, with a view to disseminating the 
actual facts at the proper time. Ee 
Mr. 8, ALEXANDER seconded the resolution, and mentioned instances where 


. the communal statistics indicated, not increased immigration, but actually a 


decrease, 

Mr. B. L. Couern said he rather’ sympathised with the suggestion made by 
Mr. Jacobs, and he hoped that the Board would exercise as much discretion as 
care In the publication of whatever facts it might gathér. But in his opinion 
there was not the remotest chance of the measure passing the House of 
Commons during the present year. It was, however. very likely that the 
advocates for anti-alien immigration would increase in strength. and under 


those circumstances it was no doubt desirable to adopt some such steps as had 


been proposed.

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Communal Affairs in Melbourne. 
OUR OORRESPONDENT. |

The annual meeting of the subscribers to the Melbourne Jewish Education 
Board was held in April last, the Rev. Dr. J. Abrahams, M.A. ( President) 
being in the chair. The annual report, which was unanimously adopted on the 
motion of the President, seconded by the Treasurer, Mr. Leon Crawcour, shewed 
that the Board had widened the scope of its labours by opening classes at three 
additional State Schools, thus putting a Hebrew and religious education within 
the reach of all Jewish children attending the State Schools of the Victorian 
metropolis. A vote of thanks was due to Mr. P. Blashki, J.P., the founder 
of the present system, for his continued interest in the Board's workings 
as evinced by his having inaugurated a circulating library of Hebrew and 
religious literature amongst the Board scholars and his donations thereto. The 
difficulty in connection with another rival school had, through the action of the 
management of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, been successfully over- 
come, and the Board had now the recognised control over the religious and 
Hebrew education of all children attending the Government schools, and it was 
intended to bring the two metropolitan Sabbath Schools under the supervision 
of the Board in the near future. The Hon. Oculist (Dr. Gault) and the Hon. 
Dentist (Mr.’E. L. Oldfield) had done good service for the scholars during the 
past year. The question of finance was a constant source of trouble to the 
management, as the balance-sheet showed that the total amount received during 
the year was only £266 (including £81 subsidies from the Melbourne and East 
Melbourne Congregations) and £48 28. 2d. school fees, which had barely covered 
the expenditure. The Board’s staff consisted of the head teacher, Mr. Samuel 
A. Marks, and six lady teachers, who had taught 387 pupils, the average cost per 
annum being 10s. 8d. per pupil. During the discussion which ensued on the 
report. it ‘was suggested that the Board might profitably enlarge its 
scope by arranging to provide Hebrew and religious instruction in those high 
schools and colleges in Melbourne which were attended by numbers of Jewish 
scholars, and the Rev. Dr. Abrahams promised to have the matter considered by 
the new Board of Management. The election of Officers resulted in the Rev. 
Dr. J. A Abrahams, M.A., and Mr. Leon Crawcour being re-elected respectively 
President and Treasurer. Dr. E. Levy was elected Hon. Secretary, vice Dr. M. 
M. Perl, who did not seek re-election, and Messrs. J. Jacobs, J. Waxman, B. H. 
Altson, A. Davis, and P. Blashki, J.P., members of the Board of Management. The 
meeting closed with a vote of thanks to the retiring Officers, the Teaching Staff. 
and the Chair. . 

Federation seems very rife at the present moment in Australit, every kind 
of society and body of individuals being desirous of federating on some question 
or another. Of course the Jewish community must also participate, so since 
December last there have been meetings of delegates from the Boards of 
Management of the St. Kilda (the first movers in the matter), Melbourne and 
East Melbourne Congregations to devise a scheme of a federated Board 
to regulate: (1) the admission of members: (2) applications from 
non-members (who comprise at least 40 per cent. of the community) 
for the performance of religious observances; (3) scale of charges for seats for 
the holidays to be levied on non-members: (4) the administration of charity 
(otherwise pauper) funerals; and, lastly, the administration of religious services 
in penal and other public institutions. The delegates drew up a scheme. which 
after some: slight modification (a recommendation from East Melbourne 
being proposed that the Board should embrace the question of the supply of 
meat) was submitted to the members of the Melbourne Hebrew Congregation, 
who adopted it, and to the members of the St. Kilda Hebrew Congregation, who 
threw it out (although their Board of Management were the proposers), the 
opposition being that the matters to be referred to the Board being only a small 
question of £ s. d. did not require the elaborate machinery of a Federated 
Board. So the whole matter has gone agley. |

The anti-Jewish agitation shows no signs of subsiding ; and the 
leaders are doing their best to keep the movement alive. Day s 
ears are still assailed in the public street with songs breathing a spirit of hatred 
and revenge against us. The conduct of the French Government. that has hie 
fallen has given a fillip to the crusade, and greatiy encouraged the slaeaaenis ot 
disorder, for, by a disgraceful compact, M. Méline. in order to Sarthage th, 
votes of the anti-Semitic deputies in the election of the President of th 
Chamber, agreed to the release of Max Régis and 53 roughs who had ton 
condemned for taking part in the nots a few months back. As soon as the 
news reached Algiers on Friday last a riotous crowd marched to the Sin 
erying “ Down with the Jews,” and demanding that Régis and his friends should 
be immediately set at liberty. The governor of the prison refused; saying he 
had received no instructions on the subject, and the baffled crowd marched back 
mercilessly beating every Jew they met. te 
On Saturday morning the mother-in-law of M. Lépine and his children lef} 
Algeria, on their way back to Paris. The hostile mob assembled to witness the 
departure, but M. Lepine dared not venture near the boat, and his unprotected 
relatives were grossly insulted by the cowardly crowd, one of the children being 
even struck with a stick. A French colonel who was passing at the time 
endeavoured in vain to protect Madame Lépine and the children from the 
insults and the missiles that. were flung at them. | | 
Disturbances continued throughout Saturday and Sunday. Jews wis 
ventured into the streets were cruelly set upon and ill-treated. The release of 
Régis and his fellow-agitators was celebrated by a public’ holiday, Algiers being 
en féte. ‘The troops were confined to barracks, and it was due to this and other ° 
military precautions alone that all Jewish establishments were not sacked and 
demolished, A crowd of 15.000 persons escorted Régis home from prison 
preceded by four bands and 500 carriages, and passing under many triumphal 
arches erected to the glory of the released agitator. In the evening the fete 
was crowned with a laurel wreath, and, with what looks like a stroke of uncon.

The Late W. Ashe Payne. 


On Thursday evening, the 16th inst., a meeting, mainly consisting of © Old 
Boys” of the Stepney Jewish Schools, was held in one of the schoolrooms with the 
object of devising a scheme for perpetuating the name of the late Mr. W. Ashe 
Payne in connection with the schools of which he was Head Master. 

The Rev. J. F. SteRN, who presided, said that he regretted to note the 
absence from the meeting of many whom he had expected to see there. He 
was afraid that amid the stress of thought and action nowadays -the 
memory of those who had served the community loyally and = well was 
allow to fade too soon. The late Mr. W. Ashe Payne, for over 25 years 
the headmaster of the Stepney Jewish Schools, had rendered incalculable service 
to the school itself and indirectly to the entire Jewish community, and it was 
but natural that a desire had been manifested to associate his name 
for all time with the school he loved so dearly. Not in) London alone 
had that desire been shown, but also in various parts of the kingdom and in at 
least one direction outside England. It had been suggested that the most 
suitable form for the memorial would be to place a tablet, with, of course, a 
suitable inscription, in the technical workshop attiched to the schools, and 
also to endow, if possible, a prize for proficiency in’ technical work and 
physical traiming. Mr. Payne was the first to introduce system 
of technical instruction and physical training into the Stepney Jewish 
Schools: he was in fact the pioneer in that important branch of school 
work which had since been adopted in many other schools throughout the 
country. Andit was because the technical training appealed most strongly to Mr. 
Payne that it was desired that any steps which might be taken to perpetuate 
his memory at the school should be in connection with that particular branch 
of the school work. 7 

It was then resolved, on the motion of Mr. Henry Harris, seconded bs 
Mr. E. Norpesn (the present Headmaster), that a memorial should 
founded to perpetuate the name of Mr. W. Ashe Payne, and that a meeting 
should be held on July 7th next te forma Committee with the object of giving 
effect to the resolution. Mr. Hen.vy Weinstein was appointed Hon. Secretary. 
pro ten. The CHAIRMAN expressed the hope that the community would heart! ) 
support the movement by sending donations to the Hon. Secretary at the schools . 
Several of those present handed in donations to form the nucleus of the fund, 
which it is hoped will amount to a sum large enough to make the W. Ashe Payi 
Prize an annual one, and the prize itself a coveted distinction among the boys 
of the Stepney Jewish Schools.

The measures taken by the Government have not been altogether successful, 
especially at Larissa, where the Jews are frequently obliged to close their shops 
from fear of pillage. The Jewish quarter is overrun during the night by a 
threatening mob. M. Matalon, who had been courageous enough to open his 
cheniist’s shop, was severely beaten and compelled to close it. The President of 
the Jewish Congregation was also threatened. The local civic authorities 
acquiesce, if they are not actual accomplices, in these attacks. 

Che ill-treatment extends to the Mohammedan population, whose landed 


 Piobie is destroyed by fire. The moderate section of the Athenian Press 


ighly disapproves of these proceedings, and reminds the Thessalian Christians 
of the mixed population who live in Crete, Macedonia, and in other regions 
where the free kingdom of Greece expects to extend its dominion, but this argu- 
ment, which is based on the future of the nation, has so far no hold on the 
narrow minds of fanatical people. | 


At Volo, the firm Moshon Abraham and J. Sabbethai, supplied with corn the 


_ Brothers Yannopuli, who possess the first mill in Thessaly, and sell flour to the 


principal bakers of the province, and never ceased to work first with the Greek 
Army and then with the troops of Edhem Pasha. Their financial position, 
therefore, is excellent. The above-mentioned Jewish merchants had given them 
credit for several hundred thousand francs on the simple delivery of cheques, 
but the contracting party, taking advantage of the anarchy prevailing after the 
Turkish occupation, refused to sign the last cheques, doing so only through com- 
pulsion exercised upon them by the mixed tribunals, of ‘which the Jew Davidson 
Abrabanel was a member. This sufficed to induce the debtors to ask for the 
invalidity of their obligation and the entire annulment of the debt. The 
campaign is led on behalf of Christianity and against the Jews as Jews, and it is 
remarkable that newspapers, otherwise deserving of respect, descend to become 
organs of such machinations.
